Relics of .Early Traders Were Found 
ii by Janesville Pearl Hunter Near 


Mississippi. 


F. P. Alblee, who for tbo past three 


summers has been at Prairie <iu Chlen. 
one of the throng which searches for 
pearls among the clam shells of tho 
Father of Waters, has a number of 
•curiosities which he picked up 
this 
season. 
His finds'were not rich in 
the'valuable pearls, .but he was fortu- 
nate In securing a large number of tho 
smaller sizes, minglcu with the usual 
'number of slugs, which make up tho 
greater part of the harvest. 


He has spent tho summer months 


well equipped for the work with gaso- 
line engine, and all the paraphernalia 
used by the best equlped of pearl flsh- 
•ers. 
He secured a largo quantity of 
shells which he sold at tho prices 
•which are current. 
The profit of the 


•work consists In the deposits which 
•occur In the shells, not In "nigger- 
heads" themselves. 


Among the curies which ho picked 


-up this year Is a b,atetred go|,i r|ng§ 
quaintly carved, and with a curious 
settlnf. 
This, he believes. Is one of 


the articles with which tho frontier 
traders In the early days caried on 
their barter with tho Indians. Tho re- 
jrfon baa yielded up to recent relic 
"hunters a rich store of such memen- 
tos of the earlier days, when Pralrlo 
du Chlen was about as far west as the 
hardiest adventures cared to go. 


Another of his treasures is 
a pearl 


•which Is more Interesting to the scien- 
tist than the historian. 
It Is a large 


pearl, about forty-five 
grains 
In 


•weight, embedded In pure copper. The 
metal Is supposed to have been in so- 
lution in tne water of the river, and 
was deposited on the pearl. 
From an old French Canadian he 
secured a relic from the time of the 
•war of the revolution. 
It Is a medal 


•wmch was Issued by a New York, firm 
In commemoration of the departure of 
troops from the city. 
It bears the 
date of 1778.

The action of the Decorators' union 


practically declares that any man who 
renders such sen-Ice, shall be depriv- 
ed of the right to. earn his living by 
toonest work, and It Is stated that the 
attorney general of the state Indorses 
this action. 


The governor's message Is expected 


to clear up some of the fog and non- 
sense surrounding tho question. 


Tho citizens of New York, as well 


as the citizens of every other state, 


' are entitled to know whether law Is 


supreme or whether an Irresponsible 
•organization Is sovcrlgn. 


The question Is far reaching in Its 


results.
